' A $2.500 decrease in the cost of 
improvements and a $700 drop in 
insurance costs mark the only 
items below last year's figures.

The board also approved a resolu- 


tion providing for a' tax lew of 
S316.000. plus $5.000 for the music 
extension program and $15,000 to 
replenish funds spent for new high 
school equipment, a total of $336,- 
000. The high school tax levy last 
year was $305,000. 


The advance from last year's fig- 


ure of $8,750 to $20,865 for equip- 
ment was made, it was pointed out, 
so that fixtures for the new high 
school could be purchased this year 
and paid for out of the present 
budget. Besides being expedient, the 
purchase of equipment this year is 
advisable, it was stated, in the face 
of rising prices. 


A decrease in the rates for de- 


posit insurance from 2 to 1 per cent 
explains the drop from $5.968 to $5.- 
268 in insurance costs. Because no 
major repairs or improvements were 
made at any schools this summer, 
that item changed from $10,350 to 
$7.850. 


The building of the new high

Repulsing an attack made upon 


him by his wife. Philip Sebastian. 
66. Oneida farm worker, hacked 
her to death with an axe in their 
1-room shack home in the town of 
Hobart, Brown county, yesterday 
afternoon, he told Brown county 
authorities. Hobart is just over the 
Outagamie county line from the 
town of Oneida. 


Sebastian is confined to' a Green 


Bay hospital, under guard, with his 
throat cut. Hc said the wound was 
inflicted by his wife in her attack 
upon him with a bulcher knife. She 
also had forced him to drink kero- 
sene in an attempt to "finish him 
off", he said. 


The fatal quarrel occurred about 


mid-afternoon, only a few hours af- 
ter the two had appeared at the 
sheriff's office in Green Bav. They 
were told to see the district attor- 
ney. Sebaslian had his wife in 
county court at Green Bay yester- 
day before Judge Carlton Merrill 
for an insanity hearing. After the 
trial, in which examining doctors 
declared Mrs. Sebastian sane, a 
heated argument ensued in the 
courthouse. She accused him of in- 
fidelity. It was broken up by dep- 
uty sheriffs.

peace, but there arc so many cross 
[currents at work that no one is

"It is easy to talk neutrality, but

which the Outagamie Health asso- 
ciation has brought about were re- 
lated by Dr. C. D. Ncidhold in a 
talk before the Kiwanis club at a 
luncheon in Hotel Appleton yes- 
terday. 


The association, formed in 1932, 


has increased the number of clinics 
held in the county before that time 
from one annually to the 152 which 
were sponsored during 1936, Dr. 
Neidhold pointed out, and has col- 
lected during the last five years 
$4.617 through the sale of seals. 


He used as an illustration the as- 


tonishing decrease in the number 
of diphtheria cases and deaths at- 
tributable to the disease 
in the 


county during the last few years. 


In 1927, for example, diphtheria 


struck at 76 persons, five of whom 
died, in Outagamie county. There 
were no deaths from the disease in 
the county during 1934, '35. and '36 
and since 1935, no cases have been 
recorded. 


5,000 Examined 


During the five years the asso- 


ciation has been working, 5,000 chil- 
dren and adults have been exam- 
ined at its clinics, 
Dr. Ncidhold 


said. Of this number, 1,200 have 
been examined for small pox. 1,160 
for diphtheria, and 311 for tuber- 
culosis. 
Of those 
brought in for 


tuberculosis tests, 29 were active 
cases demanding immediate con- 
finement in a sanatorium. 


"Although tuberculosis has been 


decreased considerably since about 
1910 
by the widespread campaign 


against it, it is still a big problem," 
the doctor declared.

Some of the people whose business is 


• war have been saying for years that big 


cities are particularly vulnerable to at- 
tack and that, in future wars, they will be 
made the issue that decides in the short- 
est possible time whether the attacker 
or the defender will win. Elaborate prep- 
arations are made to defend cities. There 
Is nothing new in this. Preparations, just 
as elaborate for the time, were made for 
ihe defense of Jerusalem 
before 
that 


walled town was stormed and leveled to 
the ground. 


War is a strange and unpredictable 


business. The ones who have believed 
that it was only the alarmists who point- 
ed out the vulnerability of cities, or the 
ones whose selfish interests have been 
centered in the making of the implements 
of war, must pause when they view the 
spectacle of Shanghai. 


Six months ago, these optimists were 


pointing to Madrid as proof of their con- 
tention that big cities could stand attack 
and survive. It is true that Madrid has 
survived the shocks of high explosive and 
may continue to survive 
them as the 


housing place of many individuals. 


Nothing is proved. Madrid may be, 


and probably is, a retort, a test tube, in 
which the peoples of the Old World are 
trying out their new ingredients of com- 
bat. They may not be so concerned about 
the destruction of Madrid "s about the 
results of their experiments. They are 
learning whether bombs can be dropped 
with accuracy and whether modern build- 
ings can withstand bombardments. 


Is it not likely that opposing forces at 


Madrid have refrained from the use of 
the largest and most destructive shells? 
Have they yet come to employ shells of 
the size the Germans xised in 1914 to shat- 
ter fortifications? 


We do not know whether the concen- 


tration of high explosives dumped on 
Madrid has been purposely shortened to 
save needless destruction. The mere fact 
that Madrid has survived the shocks of 
assault does not by itself justify the op- 
timism that it could not be obliterated. 


Shanghai, on the other hand, 5s? a city 


that is important in a major, if undeclared 
war. 
Success or failure of opposing forces 


may be determined while Shanghai's fate 
is determined. There is, apparently, no 
careful measuring of the quantity of ex- 
plosive that is poured out in an attack. 
The bombs and the shells that are drop- 
ping on Shanghai are loaded to the limit 
of their capacity. 


The consequences have surprised the 


world.

any city. Her great buildings have been 
gutted in an instant when bombs have 
been dropped. 


Shanghai is poi,ed as an object lesson. 


It is the great and ruined city that proves 
that r.o city can consider itself safe.

THE SORT OF WORK FOR A 


UNIVERSITY 


Some of the endowed universities in 


tiiis Jand, to which class belongs such uni- 
versities as that of Chicago, Yale, Har- 
ward, Princeton, Brown and Leland Stan- 
ford, to name only a few, have set a good 
example for other universities. 


None of these schools is snooty by any 


.standpoint. They are all as democratic 
as dust. But they dare do things that are 
right. There are universities that dare 
not. 


Some of these universities refuse to 


permit the matriculation of those who 
have failed to show in 
high school or 


other preparatory institution either fond- 
ness for work or the ability to absorb 
knowledge. In some instances an arbi- 
trary figure is fixed and high school gra- 
uates who have not been able to obtain 
standings in the tipper half, and some- 
times one-third, of their classes, are mere- 
ly told in substance that the university is 
a costly institution maintained at great 
expense for the purpose of assisting those 
of sufficiently serious mind who will co- 
operate in their training and have been 
blessed by nature with such mental proc- 
esses as are indispensable to scholastic 
success. 


These schools might go further if they 


•were given to discussing the subject and 
say that neither their founders nor their 
supporters had in mind the creation of a 
place for young men 
and women to 


dawdle their time away. 
Loafing may 


just as well be done 
on 
the Florida 


strands, the foyer of an Havana gambling 
house or a Fox River ice rink as at the 
expense of a university. 


The plan which is followed by most 


public institutions like the University of 
Wisconsin is built upon the idea that 
quantity excuses quality and that if you 
shut your eyes somehow the man of gen- 
ius will come through despite the play- 
boys and the dawdlers that get in his 
way. 


Perhaps this theory is correct when 


looked upon from just one viewpoint. But 
it is a mighty expensive experience for 
the taxpayers. 


Just why should the people of Wis- 


consin add more costly buildings to house 
students that don't care to go to school 
and can't make the grade anyway, and 
engage still more professors to instruct 
them and look after them, is one of the 
mai'vels of democracy. 


It would seem to us that an intelligent 


system would make a supreme effort to 
get its talented people into the halls of 
higher education. 


Many of the children of farmers and 


workers who have demonstrated distin- 
guished 
ability 
in preparatory schools 


never get to the university because they 
haven't the means and no one is avail- 
able to show them the way. 


That isn't conduct by the state to its 


best advantage. That might more fitting- 
ly be described as rather stupid. 


Why the state should spend so much 


money to train doctors, lawyers, bankers 
and the like who can only pass their ex- 
amination by the skin of their teeth and 
the,aid of their cuffs and then permit 
them to still burden the public through- 
out their lives by their lack of under- 
standing, while those with topnotch abil- 
ity arc shunted to the rear merely be- 
cause they haven't the coin of the realm 
at hand presents more than a glaring in- 
justice and typifies something worse than 
the wrong to those of talent in the very 
helter-skelter notion that a nation can 
function even average well upon such a 
program.

SURVIVAL OF THE FITTEST 
In his monograph on the treat- 


ment of diabetes, published (Lea 
and Febiger, Phila..) in 1935, Prof. 
Elliott P. Joslm inserted a note at 
the end of the first chapter con- 
cerning a hint just received from 
Prof. II. C. Hagedorn of Copen- 
hagen, Denmark, that there might 
soon be available a compound of 
insulin and a protamine obtained 
from fish sperm, which, because 
of slower action, would produce the 
insulin effect more evenly and over 
a longer period of time, so avoid- 
ing wide fluctuations in the blood 
sugar level and the danger from 
hypoglycemia on insulin reactions. 


In June, 1937, Prof. Joslin re- 


ported on his experience with the 
new protamine insulin, in 1250 
cases of diabetes.

The result is that the 
government can offer rental rates 
that curl the hair of local land- 
lords. For instance, a four room 
house at Greenbelt. including elec- 
tric refrigerator, range and bath- 
room gadgets, will be turned over 
to a man, wife and child for $29 to 
$31 a month.

would cost at least three times that 
amount.

yesterday, there is a hitch, for the 
family to occupy the house must 
fall within certain income limits. 
If the income is less than $1,000 a 
year.

Might Swell U. S. Income 


BY WESTBROOK PEGLER 


New York—In discussing the operations of the British football pools, 


the equivalent of the American numbers racket. I am day-dreaming 
about the money-raising possibilities of some similar scheme operated 
on a national scale and with exclusive rights by the United^States gov- 
ernment. 


Dealing to a regular clientele of about 6,000.000. the 


British pools, in a season of nine months, handle from 
$150.000,000 to $200.000,000. Like the underworld pro- 
moters of our numbers racket, they find it profitable 
to take candy money bets. Their minimum is an Eng- 
lish penny, or 2 cents of our money, and the numbers 
racketeers who do business in most of our big cities 
and in many smaller ones will accept a one cent bet. 
There have been many estimates of the amounts 
handled by the numbers racketeers, but none of them 
is worth considering because they all are founded on 
gossip and guess. 


Nevertheless, the pools and the American rackets 


demonstrate that it is possible to handle with profit 
Peeler 


wagers so small as to seem not worth the bother. Perhaps the rackets 
should be eliminated from consideration in this respect,,because they are 
very informal and keep no records. The British pools, however, are now 
conducted in a businesslike way, and they still invite 2 cent bets and ap- 
parently treat them as seriously as bets of a pound or more.

In this country the volume obvi 


ously would be much greater. An 
estimate of a billion a year as the 
total handle seems very conserva 
live, but even on that volume a 10 
per cent rakeofl' for the operator 
which would be the government 
would yield $100,000,000 for the

It might, and probably 


would be. considerably more. More- 
over, if the government possessed 
an exclusive legal monopoly, the 
criminal nuisance of the numbers 
racket would diminish greatly, if it 
did not entirely vanish. The custo- 
mers would feel confident of the 
government pool and the authority 
of the government would be invok- 
ed to suppress unlawful, wildcat 
competition.

at the race tracks, and the federal 
government, even now, through the 
income tax. not only accepts with 
pleasure and without compunction 
its legal percentage of gambling 
winnings, but even demands, under 
the law, a fair divvy of the profits 
of swindlers, racketeers and. if it 
comes to that, brothel keepers. 


And if a technical distinction hav- 


ing a faint color of morality will 
help the national conscience in this 
matter of the pool, the fact Is that 
the government would be no party 
to the betting. The pool is a pari- 
inutucl device in which the custo- 
mers bet against the probabilities 
and each other with the operator 
serving merely as broker. He takes 
down his cut for his profit, deducts 
the actual expenses of operation, 
and divides the rest of the money 
between those who have guessed 
right. 


The winning odds in a squarely 


conducted mutuel of this type are 


enormous, but the individual losses 
might not be harmful if bets of a 
nickel were acceptable. And 10 per 
cent of a billion-dollar handle is 
$100.000.000 a year for the national 
kitty. Do I hear anyone sneering at 
a hundred millions a year even in 
these days of box-car figures?

It is usually admittec 
that .babies and growing children 
need a nap every day. In fact, thej 
may spend half of the twenty-four 
hours in sleep. We forget, however 
that young people and older people 
ap' well need regular rest anc 
sleep. 


"The human machine requires a 


rest period of sufficient length to 
recuperate and repair the losses 
which the hours of activity have 
produced. Many young people pride 
•themselves on the fact that they 
need little rest, but eventually, the 
day of reckoning will come. Eight 
hours of sleep each night is neces- 
sary for the average person. 


"If work is continued at a steady 


pace all day long, the body will be 
tired out at the end of the day 
and sleep is required to replenish 
the 
energy 
consumed. However, 


if., as in the case of a housewife, a 
short nap is taken during the day, 
the body is relaxed and the day's 
work will be completed with great- 
er ease following the nap. Even a 
brief nap gives a benefit out of all 
proportion to its duration. 


Form Regular Habits 


"U'hen a person is fatigued, he 


needs rest. The body cells tend to 
recover from fatigue during the 
resting period. Inability to sleep, or 
insomnia, is sometimes due to phy- 
sical conditions, but is also due. in 
many cases to irregular sleeping 
habits. If one has established the 
habit of going to sleep easily and at

The 
very magnitude of the task of ad- 
ministering any crop control act 
with eqyjal justice for every farm- 
er puts it beyond the ability of po- 
litical government. 


A far simpler method of elimin- 


ating farm surpluses would be to 
take marginal lands out of cultiva- 
tion and put them into the produc- 
tion of forests. 
There is not now 


and never again will be a surplus 
of forest products in this country, 
in fact, the scarcity of these prod- 
ucts is going to be severely felt 
within a few years. 


Marginal lands are usually class- 


ed as lands of low fertility, but 
there are other areas that should 
be classified as marginal regardless 
of their fertility. 
I refer to the 


steep slopes of river basins where a 
fast run-off during a

rainfall or melting snow causes se- 
vere flooding. If the slopes of all 
these watersheds were reforested a 
flood such as came down the Ohio 
last winter would never occur.

Only by the actual con- 
act of one citizen with another can 
it be achieved. 


Describes Procedure 


Hagman then described the ef- 


!orts of Rotary to bring about this 
ndividual -approach. Small groups 
are being sent from one country to 
another, and the plan is proving 
very successful and will be enlarged 
in the future. 


"The deficiencies of the general 


American in regard to international 
affairs was demonstrated at the Ro- 
tary International convention in 
Nice," Hagman said. "Here most of 
the delegates from other countries 
could converse in more than one 
language, while Americans were al- 
most to a man hmited to English. It 
is too late for us to take up foreign 
languages, but we can make the 
way easier for our children to ac- 
' uire them." 


"But language is not the only way 
> gain an understanding of another 


.eople. although it is perhaps the 
best," Hagman continued. "We can 
study the history of their country, 
their art. their litprature, their phil- 
osophies and ways of thinking, their 
contributions to world progress. 


A plea for increased membership 


both in the 143rd district and the 
Kaukauna chapter was made by 
Hagman. "There are men of Rotary 
caliber who should be approached, 
and there are 
communities well 


able to support a service club such 
as Rotary who should be contacted." 


Rotary does not employ profes- 


sional organizers. Hagman pointed 
out. and every member should see 
to it that notary's growth is not 
slowed because of this.

in July, and just published.

state average.
